1. The following is a Notice of Allowance in response to the Request for 
Continued Examination (RCE) received on 21 August 2008. Claims 1-15 have been 
cancelled per Preliminary Amendment. Claims 16-19 have been amended. Claims 16- 
30 remain pending in this application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 16-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 16, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach measuring, during a leveling operation, an absolute separation value between 
an upper and a lower leveling assembly of the two leveling assemblies, and 
comparing the value with the reference value.
